answers that are being given to questionnaires 
submitted by the Ohio Farm Bureau federa- 
tion. Answers have been pouring in by the 
thousands. The farmer knows what he wants 
in the way of national legislation and is ex- 
pressing himself unreservedly. 


Sixteen questions were submitted and a 


great majority of the responses favor com- 
modity financing based on bonded warehouse 
receipts; livestock financing based on ade- 
quate pledges of animals and feed; 
develop- 


ment of a personal rural credits system based 
on proper safeguards; granting the 
Federal 


Reserve Board authority to s classify redis- 
counts so as to give priority to loans for basic 
production of all kinds; prohibition of issu- 
ance of all tax-free securites thru a constitu- 
tional amendment; continuing the excess pro- 
fits tax; building of farm-to-market roads 
prior to the construction of transcontinental 
highways; they favor the Great 
Lakefe-St. 


Lawrence waterway, but oppose other water- 
way development for transportation, reclama- 
tion and power at this time; placing the pack- 
ers under regulation by the government • and 
vesting such regulation in the department of 
agriculture; truth-in-fabric legislation; legis- 
lation enabling co-operative marketing. 


The proposal to increase the limit on fed- 


eral land bank mortgage loans from $10,000 
to $25,000 met with an almost equal division 
of votes, •nith a small majority for the change. 
There is strong opposition to a. general sales 
tax. They also declare that they will be able 
to move a materially larger amount of agricul- 
tural products if an adequate reduction is made 
!n freight rates.

WOODROW WILSON, ATTORNEY 


F 


OR eight years President of the 
United 


States, Woodrow Wilson a few days ago 


took the oath and was admitted to the bar in 
the District of Columbia. Accompanied by 
Bainbridge Colby, his law partner and former 
secretary of state and Joseph P. Tumulty, 
former secretary to the President, Mr. Wilson 
drove to the court house in Washington and 
•was aided by court attendants as he left his 
car and was taken in an elevator to the cham- 
bers of Chief Justice McCoy of the district su- 
preme court. 


Reports are that Wilson appeared in 


better health than when he left the Whit-i 
House after Harding's inaugural. Despite the 
fact that his condition is improved, the former 
President is far from being a well man. The 
effects of his strenuous work as chief execu- 
tive of the United States during the most try- 
ing times in the history of the country are 
plainly upon him. HP is changed from a 
strong, virile man to a broken and halting fig- 
ure, the result of the superhuman effort 
he 


put forth in the cause of humanity. 


During the latter years of his term of of- 


fice, "Wilson was greatly maligned. Political 
hatred, misrepresentation, calumny and the 
most vile attacks were his portion. He was 
even worse crucified than was the Martyred 
Abraham Lincoln. His physical condition is 
partly due 10 the torture he was forced to en- 
dure as a result of the cruel, unjust and un- 
warranted attacks made upon him as he was 
striving for results in the cause of humanity. 


That Woodrow Wilson will go down into 


history as one of this country's greatest Pres- 
idents is now beginning to be realized even by 
(hose who are responsible for his broken body. 
His great intellect is as keen today as ever, 
but the hurt to his body induced by agony of 
mind and his devotion to a great principle un- 
realized, is slow in healing.

HORSES ARE DOOMEQ 


O 


NE of the pitiful features of the aftermath 


of war in Mesopotamia is the announce- 


ment that 30,000 horses transported there by 
England during the war are to be destroyed, 
due to the fact that it is not economic to main- 
tain them or return them to England. 


Great Britain transported 47,000 horses 


to Mesopotamia during the war and the size 
of the military force to be maintained there 
will require only about 17,000. Hence, 
the 


disposition of the large number of unnecessary 
equines presents a problem that has not as yet 
been disposed of. Lovers of horses are start- 
led and pained to learn what the necessary re- 
duction of the British forces in Mesopotamia 
im olved in the matter of the disposition of 
horses 
Many of the lighter animals have 


been disposed of to the natives, but they have 
no use for the heavy draught animals which 
make up a large part of the remaining num- 
ber. 


Even the very nature of the country is 


such that the horses would perish if they were 
turned loose to shift for themselves. The na- 
tives could not and would not*take proper care 
of them, if they were received as a free gift. 
In either case, slow starvation 'would be their 
rat-- 
Tl.eir transportation back to England 


wou'd cost mor'i than their prv.er.t market 
vrlue ano1 the throwing of a largt> number of 
hoi\>es on the Entish market would reduce 
priAes to a far lower figure. 


Stll! further complicating tLe situation is 


the rapidly developing use of uovver machin- 
ery, for icarl travel and agricultural purpos:;:. 
It is held by those in touch with the situation 
m Mesopotamia that humanity and economy 
would be best served by Cutting the surplus 
number to death as mercifully as possible. 


This is a sorrowful situation indeed, but 


no feasible plan has been suggested to meet it. 
If there are other countries nearer than Eng- 
land, to which the horses could be delivered at 
less expense and where they could be used to 
advantage and be assured of fairly good care, 
doubtless many lovers of horses in England 
and-in other countries would be willing to con- 
tribute a good part of the cost of transporta- 
tion.
